Dr. Phelps said that it is possT- 
blc that we arc at a "sort of critic- 
al point of emergence" in Canad- 
ian life. We realize that' our edu- 
cational system has not produced 
sufficleiit number of young men 
and wonien cultivated in the. Arts 
and possessed of that human aware- 
ness that comes from familiarity 
with the worlds of arts. ,' 

Malhew Arnold, the speaker con 
tinued, once said that, if poetry 
were threatened- with decay the 
Instinct for self-preservation In 
man would maintain It. There docs 
therefore seem to be some potent 
interrelationship between society 
and literature, he said. . ^ 
''In what sense and to. what de- 



gree has ifterature in Canada, di- 
rectly or by implication", reflected 
and interpreted .with imagination 
and passion and in appropriate 
clarifying iprm the nature and com- 
plexities of our own .society? ' ques- 
tioned Professor Phelps.' The 
answer, he added, can be a com- 
ment .both on our society and on 
our literature — ,ln the field of 
poetry some of ttie work.pf A., M. 
Klein and Patrick. Anderson, of 
this city and this unlvcwityi has 
helped us to the answer which is 
the comment , ' 

tinder some definitions of the 
word literature Canada .might be 
said to have none at all, said the 
speaker, but there arc fome IhlnR.-- 
to be said cnnccrninf; the literature 
thus far produced hi ' Canada.' In 
the fir ^L p^a^e^to|^!> Dr- Phelps, 
there is^mueni|more or it than 
many, people' think exists, iln the 
second place in general terms there 
Is more dpwnright honest quality 
than the self-conscious timid little 
Canadian might Imagine. In the 
third place there is a good deal of

"In conclusion," said Dr. Phelps,
